LONDON; Feb. 12.—A new allied note

Blames Magistrates for Discharging: 
. Men Accased of Gambling. 


At the meeting of the. New York State 
Association of Magistrates at the Hotel 
Astor yesterday: Police Commissioner 
Enright, who made. the address. of wel- 
come, replied to some of the criticisms 
made by Magistrates on thé police policy 
relating to gambling: The attitude of 
the Magistrates was explained by Chief 
Magistrate Williarn McAdoo in an inter- 
view in THs New YorK Timss yester- 
day. : ‘ lite 

Speaking of the charge that the police 
made arrests in gambling cases on in- 
adequate evidence, and failed ‘to employ 
the proper détective methods to build up 
sufficient cases, Commissioner Enright 
asserted that the Magistrates. often 
turned loose defendants hastily without 
stopping to make more than a hasty in- 
quiry into the evidence. He urged that 
Magistrates should be more careful, par- 
ticularly in cases of vice and gambling, 
not to make hasty dismissals. He as- 
serted that some of the Magistrates dis- 
missed casés, after reading the affida- 
vits, without making any effort to dis- 
cover the evidence. supporting: the affi- 
davits or to ascertain the strength of 
the case’ which the police could submit 
on trial. 

Commissioner. Enright ear@ that the 
police were not helped by vague criti- 
cism or by negative statements, and he 
invited any Magistrate who had positive 
ideas for the improvement of police 
methods to send them to him. He sai 
he believed that riodical confer- 
ences between the,police authorities and 
ee on this question might be of 

nefit. 

He pointed out that the police were 
compelled on short notice to make the 
choice between action and inaction in 

ambling cases, and urged that the 
Eetotnates should allow them sufficient 
time to present cases. %

Having réached thé lintit of its capacity, 
the company, through its Commercial 
Vice President, J. 3. McCulloch, has 
‘warned the public that {t cannot handle 
afiy more business, arid has asked tele- 
phione users to restrict their calls to 
those that are of an urgent or. important 
fiature. Mr. McCulloh said that if con- 
ditions gréw no worse than they were 
. yesterday there might be no nécessity 
for the company’s undertaking to weed 
@ut those calls which are not imperative, 
to make way for the esseritial ones. 

The éxtent.to which the situation has 
béeén aggravated by the company’s lack 
of facilitiés and its ‘inability to meet 
the demands for telephonés on the part 
of pfospective subscribers was further 
disclosed by Mr. McCulloh whén he made.

It can hardiy be supposed that a very 
large proportion of the audience at last 
evening’s performance of the Chicago 
Opera. Company in’ the Lexington 
Theatre, wanted to hear ‘ Hamlet.” 
Ambroise Thomas's opera was only a 
** véhicle’’ for Mr. 'Titta Ruffo. ‘‘ Bari- 
toné’s operas ’’ being scarce, it is neces- 
sary to dig pretty deep to find énough 
‘vehiclos’’ to carry. with — sufficient’ 
prominence so éxpensive a baritone as 
Mr. Ruffo. But of course the audiehee— 
a very large one—cared little what the 
opera was; it came to hear him. It was 
also bursting with acarcely contained 
enthusiasm, ready to break forth at all 
opportunities; and it found many. 

‘' Hamlet” has maintained no vitality 
in recent years eutéside of Paris, and lit- 
tle even ftiere; and is known to the

ing. an opera, that speech is very ill 
Bulted to music. But even these two 
excerpts have beén rarely heard ‘on the 
concert stage of late years. 

‘Hamiét ’’’ belongs to an order of 
thin that has pretty- well passed by 
on the operatic ns el nor is it likely 
that even Mr. Ruffo’s popularity and 
high notes can restore to it more than a 
Agger flicker of renewed life. There 
is.a good déal of pretty poor and feeble 
music in it, and the book is a preposter- 
ous travesty of a great dramatic 
masterpiece. 

The enormous audience flamed into 
enthusiasm at all the opportunities given 
it by Mr. Ruffo, which were many. It 
is not often that an operatic baritone 
shares so beautifully in the popular ac- 
por er} usually reserved for tenors 
florid sopranos. He was uproar- 
lot ly applaudéd after every solo num- 
ber that he sang, and after the drinking 
song, at the end of the second act, in 
which Méssrs. Barbier and Carré, the 
librettists, lantkes So great an improve- 
ment on Shakesfeare, he was. recalled 
many times, and in response to loud 
ealls of ‘‘ bis’’ the scene was repeated. 
41t was, indeed, in its way, a magnifi- 
cent paste of singing 
Mr. Ruffo’s voice and vocal style are 
well enough known now. The immense 
power of the voice and the sensational 
quality of/its high tones are some of its 
most striking features,-His singing when 
they are brought out is electrifying, mt 
his vocal style admits of little vate 
color and little variety of emotiona 
dramatic expression. 
an actor Mr. Ruffo has _ been 
praised. His extravagances as Tonio 
in the recent performance of ‘“ Pag- 
liacci ’’ did not seem to be a great 
actor’s work.  Thomas’s ‘‘ Hamlet ’’ is, 
to be sure, a wretched. perversion of a 
mastérpiece ; but it still retains some dim 
outlinés of Shakespeare’s conception ; 
and in this opera Mr. Ruffo invites dan- 
sient comparisons with some of the

Anon universally known characters 

oe nell ‘drama. He is not wholly 
sut essful iti meeting them. Mr.. Ruffo’s 
aune in this part is. tense and feverish, 
restless and uneasy. He makes certain 
gtrongiy marked and obvious points; 
et or subtlety or suggestiveness, for 
¢ and insight, for consistently and 
initely conceived or skillfully executed 
ceiinessipn of character his impersona- 
tion is not. notable. It is one whose 
traits and outlines, whose leading char- 
actéristics are ¢ “sag serge d melodramatic. 

That Mr. Ruffo intends to represent 
Hamlet. As completely mad he makes 
quite cléar by numerous ees signs of 
fnsanity that he insists oh continually. 
It does not seem as if this Hamlet would 
‘know a hawk from a Handsaw with the 
wind in any quarter.
